PRACTICAL PATERNALISM 
(Tulsa W orld) 
lf we are to have paternalism 
as an abiding policy— and 
it 
is 
clearly evident that we are— then 
by all means let us be practical 
and just in its 
application. 
For 
such a reason— or such reasons— 
The World heartily commends the 
action of the house in refusing to 
repeal the state text book law. 
In the last campaign both polit­ 
ical organizations were pledged to 
enact a state textbook law; that is, 
to supply textbooks free- of all di­ 
rect 
charge to 
the 
patrons 
of 
schools. The World had previously 
opposed such a law, out of a de­ 
sire to be consistent in its oppo­ 
sition to paternalism of alf kinds. 
But the manner in which the text 
book m atter has been manipulated 
ever since statehood, imposing out­ 
rageous and unjustifiable burdens 
upon parents, forced it to recant; 
a disposition contributed to by the 
ever increasing number of patern­ 
alistic measures adopted by 
the 
legislature. 
The textbook law—the free text­ 
book law— enacted by this 
same 
legislature, may be faulty, we think 
it is. But it at least puts this sub­ 
ject where it must be considered 
out in the open, and where favor­ 
itism in the m atter of selecting 
text books can be discovered and 
a remedy forced. This was not the 
case when 
a 
screened 
textbook 
commission could make changes be­ 
hind closed doors and force Bill 
Jones and Jim Doolittle to dig down 
into their pockets yffd buy aa en­ 
tirely new set of boo'ks for Mary 
and John right in the- middle of 
their educational processes; for no 
other apparent reason, either, than 
that the newly adopted books pre­ 
sented “the latest” theory for ar­ 
riving at the unescapable conclusion 
that two and two make four! 
Paternalism, if it is to go, on 
and on—and we are forced to be­ 
lieve it Is— must reach down in its 
beneficient application to the grass 
roots. It will not do to ignore the 
“ rabble,” and use it 
simply 
to 
cloak the improper and 
mischiev­ 
ous machinations in favor of the 
rich and well-todo.. We 
may 
all 
have to pay as much for our text­ 
books as we ever did, but the gen­ 
tlemen responsible for effecting a 
senseless change will be put to it 
hard to evade responsibility— when 
the state itself is required to nay 
the piper!
